SIR, 

THere has lately happtf&d* fi^f t* a very maarkl. 
bie paflage, which #f* the unca*roonnfe&oHt 
deferves a more particular acoouot than I (hall pretend 
to give you. On Decemk tfeg 4th, 1699, a- certain 
perfon digging in a ground ^df Sir Jok^ ! Bjk/s f r^kt the 
Devizes in WiltJJnre, about ^ofoot^tmder tiw ferface 
took up a Pot of a pretty -ffMtrow ifiouth, about 18 
Inches in its greateft circdmMerice, and 1 o Inches deep, 
the Clay of a bluifh colour, isad of fuch ftrength aM 
compaftnels, as it Teem*d&«t Iirtle injur'd by Time, 
containing teveral hundred jMbc^f aodtent RommCopt 
by different Emperors, with great variety of curious Fh 
gures and Devices on the Reveries. The moft were of 

Copper, 
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Copper, and but a very few of mixt metal A great 
number had the Characters effac'd, but the legible were 
the faireft I # ever fkw $ a great many choice pieces were 
pick'd out before I had the opportunity to view them 
In the condition They were found. However, I had 
the -luck to light on as good as mofl: were. *Tis ob- 
fer¥able matiy'of the faid Pieces were gilt with* Silver, 
which on feveml that I have feen'fcern'd very little im- 
paired, tlio they "have lain under ground for Tome Age?, 
and appeared a§ much Cankered as the 'reft. I have 
among feveral others two very odd Pieces 5 -one of 
them gilt $ on one fide a Womans f$ce, -with this In- 
fcriptiOn "S-A-L^O^Ni N A AUG, the other a 
WdiB&ns face, part of the Infcription H E-L E N A, 
the remaining Charafters I cannot decypher. On the 
Reverfe PAX PVBLICA. this latter is of a 
mixt metal refembling Braf s 5 of the largenefs of a Silver- 
penny ungilt. Thus far of Coyn. Now I conceive it 
not amifs to let you underftand, that about the fame 
time, and within a few yards of the fame place, were 
found fome Pots, made of a very firm and durable 
Clay, of pretty ftrange Figures, and different Earth, 
two of which I have by me, one of them fomewhat 
refembling an Oyfter-pot t is about ^ "of an inch thick, 
f inches in Circumference, and 5 jin depth, and for 
ftrength and compa&nefs, fcarce to be parallelled by 
any now made 5 the other is one half of the Pot, in 
which the treafure was found.

what like that of hoofs or horns, the it had a very 
fragrant fmell before* lam told moreover, ^ that 'tis 
very ufual in thefe parts of the Kingdom to find vari- 
ous forts of ancient Earthen Ware, fome exceeding 
China in finenefs. I remember I once Taw a Piece in 
the hands of an Apothecary in Cain* that had hem 
finely gilt with Go!d : The fame Apothecary has alfo 
a very good ftock of Ancient Coyns by him : which is 
all the account I am able to give you at prefent. If
